inside surface, at least one processor mounted within the housing adapted to receive at 
least one condition signal representative of a condition associated with a reservoir, and 
an alarm output device and sensor in connection with the processor that is operative to 
change in capacitance in response to the presence of a portion of a human body 
positioned adjacent the outside surface of the portion of the housing. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
